Escape Loss 
Bv Accident 


Fire Flames 
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One person in every si.x in the 
United States during the past five 
years has been directly affected 
by highway accidents. 

The economic loss during this 
perio.1 is nearly $3,000,000,000 or 
approximately $25 for every man, 
woman and child in the nation. 

These figures are announced by 
the American Road Builders .As.so- 
ciation after an extensive analy¬ 
sis of the reports of the Hoover 
Conference and the .Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. It is fig¬ 
ured on the basis of conservative 
life liability of $5,000, personal 
injury $175 and property damage 
of $50 per accident. No account 
is taken of minor property dam¬ 
age such as bent fenders, smashe.i 
headlight.s and similar mishaps 
that are not particulary expen¬ 
sive but are extreiely irritating 
and result in loss of time. 

It is significant that this re¬ 
port goes further anii accepts the 
estimate frequently announced by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California that approximately 90 
per cent of all, accidents are due 
to carelessness and recklessness, 
so that the large loss of life and 
terrific property damage may be 
charged directly to these two 
causes.

BUYING FOR VITAMIN 

Vitamin A is needful for all 
members of the family from babe 
to grandfather, and must be lib¬ 
erally suplied in the daily diet. 
It is not difficult to find, al¬ 
though it may take careful figur¬ 
ing to include it for every family 
member on a limited food budget. 

Milk is one of the cheapest 
and most adequate food sources 
of vitamin A, regardless of the 
size of the budget. Vitamine A 
is found in butter fat of the 
whole milk. Skimmed milk is 
not adequate for children. As the 
food money increases, butter, eggs 
and cheese should be added in 
generous amounts for vitamin A. 
l/ow cost diets must of necessity 
include butter substitutes. More 
than ordinary care must be ex¬ 
ercised to give children their but¬ 
ter fat in the whole milk. Liver 
is exceptionally high in vitamin 
A and beef liver is a cheap source. 
Cod liver oil is the richest source 
of this important 'vitamin. 

If a family owns a garden the 
animal sources of vitamin A can 
most economically be supplemen¬ 
ted with vegetables containing 
vitamin -A. Spinach, carrots, cab¬ 
bage, lettuce, tomatoes (canned 
and freshj are good sources. The 
green leaves of the cabbage and 
lettuce are far richer in vitamin
